Thus trusted and honored, it is 
fair to ask that he ghall be jealous 
for the country’s reputation, and 
shall deserve the affection which 
he inspires and the confidence 
which he receives. 

No one know betlor than Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier that long oc- 
cupancy of office breeds abuses 
and tends toentrench the meaner 
politicians in authority. 

Men claim advancement by 
right of long service, or even of 
doubtful service. 

Obligations have been created 
which it is hard to set aside. 

The choice grows more restrict- 
ed, the demands more impor- 
tunate. 

The mind of the ruler becomes 
affected by adulation. 

The party comes ever closer.

Its own song is 
also different from that of other birds, 
Leing a louder and fuller -tone.

Result of a special analysis made 
of liquor sold in new 
Provinces 
———9 


Ottawa Aug. 8.—A_ bulletin 
issued by the inland revenue 
department gives the results of 
an analysis of samples of spirit- 
uous liquors from different points 
in Alberta and Saskatchewan. 
The immediaie -cause of the 
inspection was the reported 
deaths of some persons who were 
thought to have ‘been poisoned 
by the use of adulterated liquors. 
the samples analyzed were ob- 
‘tained at the public bars and 
represent the average of whiskey 
sold in the provinces. No drugs 
nor poisonous additions were 
found in the liquors. Canada 
has no legally established 
standard of liquor strength for 
alcoholie liquor, but relies on the 
basis of the British standard. 
Ten samples from Saskatchewan 
and three in Alberta were found 
below 75 degrees proof and five 
samples in Saskatchewan and 
five in Alberta were found above 
75. degrees. In Saskatchewan 
43 per cent of the number of 
samples examined were found to 
be equal to or about 75 per cent 
proof strength and in Alberta 88 
per cent. 


We spend too much. 
SAYS PROMINENT BANKER. 


Montreal Aug. 8.—‘‘ The people 
of Canada are spending too much 
money on cigars and pianos. 
They are spending t-o much and 
not saving enough.” 

These formed part of the reply 
made to day by James Elliott, 
general manager of the Molsons 
Bank, when asked for an 
expression of opinion on the 
present financial stringency. 
The money market is as tight as 
a drum at tnis moment. It is an 
exceedingly difficult. matter to 
secure money from_ bankers. 
Indeed it is almost impossible. 
There is a strong demand for 
money from all sources, and not 
sufficient to go around. 

TREMENDOUS DEVELOPMENT. 


The situation was explained by 
Mr. Elliott, who said that the 
development of the country had 
been going on at such a 
tremendous rate that it was 
using up allthe available money. 

‘sJust consider,’ said Mr. 
Elliott, ‘‘that the population of 
Canada is being increased each 
month: by -the’-addition of two 
towns. That is to say 20,000 
people are coming to. the 
Domifiion #ach  itionth. Now 
these people must be provided 
for, and the result ig that the 
merchants keep pace with. the 
new demand. The manu- 
facturers are busy too, working 
at top rate to furnish . goods 
needed in this market. All this 
requires money so that the 
supply may be _ maintained. 
Consequegtly there i3a big de-. 
mand for money and the demand 
is greater that the supply.’ 

GOOD CROPS WILL HELP. 


“What will relieve the 
situation? Will a good crop? 
Is the crop likely to be good?”’ 

“Yes, our reports are such as 
to indicate that it will be well up 
to the ayerage,.”? 

‘‘What time will that oecur?”’ 

“Probably about January. 
Yes if the crop should be good 
there will be a lessening of the 
finanvial tension in the early 
part of the new year.” 


Town Council. 


The regular meeting of the 
Town Council was held on Thurs- 
day evening last, members all 
present except Councillor Gaetz, 
his worship the mayor in the 
chair. 

Henry Reinholt addressed the 
Council, He said he had been 
handicapped in not getting his 
estimates on the work at the end 
of the month and the men were 
kicking'as pay was delayed. The 
sewers were not according to the 
first plans drawn up and it was 
causing him a good deal of extra 
expense as he was digging deeper 
than the agreement called for. He

the Board for advertising pur- 
poses. 

Mr. Crawford said it was nee- 
essary to bring -in settlers -to

The Board 
had decided to advertise in the 
Family Herald and Weekly Star 
for winter months and also in the 
periodical called the Canada 
West, a journal used by the pro- 
vincial governments and the 
three great railways. They also 
intended getting out a folder for 
general circulation setting out 
the advantages of the district. 
They asked fora grant of $850 
from the Council for this purpose. 

The mayor desired to know 
what lands were vacant other 
than the Saskatchewan Land 
Company’s property. 

Mr. Crawford said he was not 
aware of much, but the Coy’s 
land referred to totalled up about 
17000 acres Which was tied up by 
litigation. 

Mr. Wallace gave an instance 
of what people were saying. A 
general agent of an insurance 
company told him that Red Deer 
was not known outside of Alberta. 
Saskatchewan and the big cities 
were advertising but we were 
unknown, It was a great nesess- 
ity to advertise our ‘country as 
much as possible. 

Mr. Sanson said there were 
people going into places and 
uying land not nearly so valu- 
able as our lands, because those 
places were advertising. He felt: 
by judicious advertising our 
lands would be sold at the - prices 
asked without any difficulty. It 
was merely because our district 
was unknown that settlers failed 

fo come here. , 

The mayor thanked the depu- 
tation and congratulated them on 
the way they had put their case. | 
He said the Council would give 
their request the most careful 
consideration. 


COMMUNICATIONS. 


The Provincial Health officer 
and Sec. of the Provincial Board 
of Health wrote the Council that 
he had received a communication 
from. J. R. Cowell taking objection 
to the proposed plan of disposal 
of sewerage as adopted by the 
town Council of Red Deer on the 
ground that it is depreciating the 
value of his property. The 
matter has been brought before 
the Provincial Board of Health 
and the secretary stated that 
plans and specifications of pro- 
posed works. are required to bel 
placed before the Board forth- 
with so that the matter can be 
Giscussed and investigated with 
out loss of time. 

The secretary treasurer replied 
stating there were no plans and 
specifications available and as 
the work on sewers was nearly 
completed they would be avail-. 
able before new: plans could be 
procured. The suggestion was 
made to the engineer of the 
Health Board to look over the 
system.
